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Up to this time room in which to pre- | 
pare the stock had been very limited, but the 
new administration at once decided to add 
another story of wood to the main building, or 
engine-room, which heretofore had been only 
one story high. The old roof being flat (a | 
ground roof, so-called), we let it remain for a 
staging whereon to stand. This was easily | 
done by raising the outer wall so that our | 
beams would pass over the ridge. The story | 
was put on with a steep shingled roof, con- 
taining a truss to support the entire floor over | 
the engine-room without posts. This room 
was a great improvement ; but there was one | 
serious drawback, the rag-room was ten or | 
twelve feet from the ground, with no way of | 
hoisting the stock to that elevation. 

This was before the advent of elevators, | 
and something had to be done, and I got to 
work on a crane, so-called, and set it near 
one side of the door, which was about six feet 
wide, and so arranged that the arm of the 
crane would swing in and out ; an iron sheave 
was hung in the arm about two feet from the | 
end, that being supplied with an eye-bolt to 
hold the rope’send. The shaft had a 2-inch 
hole bored from the top down to the arm, 


through which to put the rope ; a sheave was four long tubs for 
‘hung to'the shaft" then to guard the rope in tempering wood 


the centre. Another sheave was hung inde- 
pendently of the shaft directly over the cen- 


tre ; then with sheaves I could run in any di- | 


rection. I soon had a winder for the rope 
hung in a traversing frame, with a pulley out- 
side to come in contact with a constantly run- 
ning belt, and the leverage was so arranged 
that pressing one way threw it onto the belt ; 
the other way, against a stop which held it 
firm, while hung perpendicularly the rope was 
free to pay out. The thing did good business 
and worked there for many years, or until the 
whole mill was remodeled. 

I must not, however, credit it with doing 
all the lifting, for before long help came as 


follows: A stock house was erected, one end | 


of which was about twenty feet from the mill. 
Into that was put a large fan-duster from 
which ran a broad apron into the mull, land- 
ing the rags in the sorting-room, thus lighten- 
ing the labor of the cranes materially. 
So things went on quite satisfactorily, until 
fears entertained of the stability of the dam 


were expressed, and at a council of owners a | 
true bill was found against the shaky, old | 


wooden thing, and it was decided that a new 
stone dam should be built below the old one, 
and preparations were speedily commenced. 

At this time three thorough paper makers 
were employed ; one to take charge of the 
whole thing, the other two to look after the 
mills under him, superseding the old fore- 
man, They were all energetic, go-ahead 
men, driving the dam ahead and the paper 
making at the same time until the mill was 
shut down and most of its inside was torn out 
to receive new timbers throughout, while the 
stonemasons were building a wall of stone 
and cement in place of the old millwright’s 
wood and iron structure. This was a tedious 
job, but was accomplished at last. The six 
fat Blake wheels were thrown out and 4- 
feet wheels were put in; two more engines 
were added to the old number, making ten, 
each pair having a wheel of its own, which 
just suited my fancy. 

So business flourished, but there was no 
time for idling ; the foundation under one ma- 
chine showed signs of weakening, and the 
machine was carried out of doors and cleaned 
up, while I was directed to repair the founda- 
tion, which was done. Then I had to set the 
machine up, a job I had never had the charge 
of before, but I took hold of it and put it up; 
they started it, and within three hours from 
the time of letting the stuff onto the wire the 
paper was running smoothly through the ma- 
chine, 

All things went on harmoniously excepting 
constant fretting for want of bleaching room,

| and at last a large addition was made and two 


big rotary boilers were put in on a level 


| with the engine-room, with the basement 


underneath filled with drainers. That did 
not satisfy for long, and a kind of lean-to 
of one story was added and was also filled 
with drainers, which seemed to satisfy in that 


| quarter, but the pinch came in another place, 
| for they must have a stack of calenders inde- 


pendent of the machine, and there was no 
room. Another addition was made for them, 
and a finishing-room and a wheel expressly 
for the Calenders, After this the screens did not 
suit and additions were made for them, and 
thus things progressed yntil the mill changed 
hands again, and for the last time up to the 


| present; but it has not changed in regard to 


alterations and improvements. The entire in- 
ternal arrangements have been renovated, with 
an entire new engine-room floor of Southern 
pine timbers ; a large addition to the engine- 
room on the end opposite the bleaching ap- 
paratus, which room now contains twelve 
36-inch iron engines, six washers with 
two cylinder wash- 

ers each, six beaters

machine of 84 inches 

was built entirely outside of the machine-room 
walls, as solid as the everlasting hills ; then 
the building was extended over it, and it 
now supports a nice machine driven by a 
steam-engine. Two more stacks of calenders 
were added with other cutters, making ten in 
all; and last, but not least, to insure against 
lack of power from low water, they have put 
in a steam-engine of 400 horse-power which 
can be attached at any time and is able to 
drive the whole mill alone. 

The mill employs about 100 operatives, and 
is now running on government paper and pa- 
per fora card company. Such is the history 
of the mill or mills on this site as near asI can 
call to mind. 





Improved Beating-Engine. 





The engine illustrated on this page has 
been designed for the purpose of providing 
an enlarged feed, and also for more thor- 
oughly and uniformly disintegrating the 
pulp. 

The cut represents a longitudinal vertical 
section of the engine, the letter A indicating 
the tub, having straight, upright, or curved 
sides and curved ends, as indicated by the let- 
ter B. The tub is provided with a longitu- 
dinal mid-feather, C, above the rear end of 
which is located the roll D. 

The letter B’ indicates the usual bottom 
plate. Over the roll D extends a semi-cylin- 
drical hood, E, and to the rear and secured to 

| the hood is secureda similar hood, F, which 
|is flanged and connected to the rear flanged 
| edge of the tub, as indicated by the letter G. 

| The mid-feather is provided with an upward 
| rear extension, H, segmental in shape, so as 
| to conform to the periphery of the roll D, this 
| extension terminating just below the juncture 
of the two hoods mentioned, so as to form a 
| throat or passage, I, for the pulp and water. 
| The mid-feather extends forward toward the 
| front of the engine, terminating at a point in- 
dicated by the letter K, and is so located as to 
leave a space or passage, L, between it and 
| the bottom of the tub for the continuous flow 
| of the pulp. 

| Just forward of the roll is located a stop- 
| cock, M, connected with a suitable water sup- 
| ply, whereby the necessary water may be ad- 

mitted to the machine. 
Near the forward end of the tub and at the 
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bottom is located a ‘‘sand-trap,” P, which 
communicates with the tub by means of aper- 
tures, R, and which is designed. to collect the 
heavy impurities in the flowing pulp. 

The operation of the engine is as follows - 
The stock is admitted at the forward end of 
the tub, which, it is observed, is extended in 
its area, so as to permit perfect freedom in 
feeding, and also bears such relation to the 
disintegrating surfaces between the roll and 
plate as to permit the use of a clearing rod or 
tool in case the passage should become 
clogged. The pulp is carried along by the draft 
created by the rollin the direction indicated 
by the arrows. The pulp is carried over the 
upper end of the upwardly curved extension 
H of the mid. feather at the rear into the throat 
or passage I, and by its superincumbent 
weight causes a continuous circulation in the 
direction of the arrows, which is kept up until 
it is thoroughly prepared. As the opening 
through which the feed is effected is large in 
area and the mid-feather is directly below it, 
it will be seen that the stock can be fed in in

large quantities and the operation of mixing, 
tinting, and other manipulations watched and 
regulated with accuracy. The weight of the 
material, moreover, instead of causing it to 
work to the sides or ends of the trough, caus- 
ing friction, causes the pulp to drop quietly, 
and permits the heavier portions to collect at 
the bottom and work out into the trap for the 


purpose. 





The Manufacture of Colored 
Paper. 





The receipts given in many treatises 
are calculated for one pulp mixture only, 
while inferior raw materials not only require 
larger quantities of coloring matter, but quite 
often other colors, if any kind of an approxi- 
mate color to that of the better material is re- 
quired. The raw material must be therefore 
homogeneous tor the colors, and the latter 
must undergo identical treatment in boiling, 
bleaching and beating. Four points must, 
therefore, be borne in mind: The natural 
qualities of the raw materials and their work- 
ing up and mixture ; the nature, preparation 
and mixture of the coloring matters, and the 
working of the raw materials on the machine, 
and the arrangement of this latter. As a gen- 
eral rule the fibres of cotton, hemp and sul- 
phite pulp require the least coloring matter 
to obtain a certain shade. 

Flax, straw, soda-cellulose and alfa require 
somewhat more ; ground wood needs most of 
all, not only because the ground tone is yel- 
lowish gray and dull, but especially because 
the fibres are shorter, coarser and thicker. 

When ground wood is used the sheet of pa- 
per is a coarser web; color more easily es- 
capes on the machine, If high-priced colors 
are used the loss may be so great that the 
cheaper cost of the wood may be more than 
outweighed by the extra quantity of color. 
Raw materials, therefore, which require the 
least coloring matter are those which have the 
finest fibres, or such as are worked up the 
finest in the beating-engine, If equal colors 
are to be always obtained one must be certain 
at the very beginning that a suitable quantity 
of color for mixing with the pulp is present, 
or the quantities of the separate ingredients 
must be properly fixed beforehand. 

Care, too, must be taken that the same 
method is observed with each engine, The 


loading materials, especially china clay, &c., 
must be accurately weighed out for every en- 
gine, as the color is greatly influenced by 
these materials. Size and alum must also be 
taken in equal quantities. When ultramarine 
is used the addition of alum must be nar- 
rowly watched. The beating-engine must re- 
ceive the principal attention. The roll and 
plate of each engine must be as uniformly 
sharp as possible, and the pulp be well stirred 
by the paddle. 

The duration of the beating process and the 
lowering of the roll must also be the same in 
every engine. Who has not found that uni- 
form colors are always obtained by daylight, 
but that there were always variations at 
night? This is mostly due to the workmen 
being less attentive at night and the pulp 
mixer less under supervision. Some engines 
have been emptied faster and the color is not 
so fast and the tone is lighter. The difference 
would be even more evident if the alumina 
were not carried off by the quick-working en- 
gines. Many practical paper makers believe 
it advisable to put 
the color in the en- 
gine before the siz- 
ing. There may be 
something to say in 
favor of this when 
the exact shade is 
of little moment. 
If the coloring is 
done, however, after 
pattern, especially a 
strange one, the si 
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colo 
otherwise the color 
will be changed by 
sizing afterward. 
The greatest cer- 
tainty in obtaining 
the shade and uni- 
formity is, then, by 
using the color last. Besides this, more color 
can be added and the right shade procured if 
a sample shows that it is not equal to the 
pattern. 

The real art of coloring is, therefore, in ex- 
actly catching a strange pattern and correcting 
a wrong shade, and it cannot be learned from 
books, but requires years of experience and a 
close observation of the governing conditions 
of the separate kinds of stock. And not every 
paper maker knows this. I am acquainted 
with men who can do a great deal in handling 
the machine, but who are quite helpless when 
it comes to copying a strange pattern, or to 
correcting a wrong color running over the 
machine. With simple colors it is not diffi- 
cult to color properly, asonly more or less of 
the coloring substance has to be taken. The 
difficulty begins when two, three or more 
colors have to be combined, especially when 
it is found that too much or too little has been 
taken of one and when the others must be 
correspondingly changed. It requires a great 
deal of experience to prevent the color from 
being still more dissimilar from the copy. 

It is very desirable in mills making colored 
papers that they should have as many as pos- 
sible of the same or similar color, as the costly 
and annoying working up of the pulp and 
washing the engines and machines are thus 
avoided. It is also very important to have a 
fixed rule for the succession of the various 
kinds. After the white and slightly colored 
kinds, I generally use yellow in its various 
shades, from sulphur to orange and chamois. 
Then follow red, beginning with eosine, and 
passing over with violet red to a blue shade, 
Green and brown are run in with yellow and 
orange, or with blue or black. 

Aniline colors are now generally used for 
the better kinds of writing-papers and enve- 
lopes. Potash colors are used only for blue 
and yellow; earth colors are employed for 
inferior grades. Although there are some 
aniline, or rather naphthaline, yellows, they are 
used only to a limited extent.. They are not 
fast and sure enough, and have no advantage, 
even as to price, over chromate of potash, 

The handsomest yellow color is a fiery 
sulphur with a slight greenish tinge. The best 
way to obtain it is by mixing one part of 
bichromate of potash with four parts of the 
acetate of lead oxide. 

Some color mills sell chrome yellow 
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as like glass as possible, cle; 
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paste form and in various shades, but the 


cheapest and best way is to make the colors 
yourself. To always obtain the same shade 
care must be taken to use two different vessels 
in dissolving the potash and the sugar of lead, 
and they must never be interchanged, not even 
the paddle that is used with the potash must 
be used with the lead, as it would produce a 
cloudiness in the color. The two articles must 
also be thoroughly dissolved before mixing. 
The two vats are brought to the engine and 
the filtering sieve is placed on the engine, 
when the sugar of lead is suddenly poured on 
the dissolved potash. They are then well 
stirred up, and the color poured in through 
the sieve in the engine. The pulp is then well 
stirred. The color thus obtained is a splendid 
satin-like polish with a slight greenish shade, 
and cannot be equaled by any other colors or 


mixtures.

Making Rosin Size. 


, We have been requested to give some 
information upon size making for ordinary 
printing and engine-sized writing-papers. It 
is needful to first select your rosin. The 
American rosin, we believe, is commonly 
used for size making in paper mills. There 
are very many varieties of size made for use 
in various trades, and accordingly various 
qualities of rosin are employed. The main 
features of rosin to decide before purchase 
are its cleanliness and good color. Get rosin

always red, more or less, according to its 
purity, but it is always advisable to buy it of 
as light a color as possible. 

The next process is to make the rosin solu- 
ble, and this can be accomplished by dissolv- 
ing it in an alkali. The latter may be either 
caustic soda, soda ash, or a mixture of each, 
according to the whim or fancy of the size 
maker. Some people are strangely attached 
to what are known as ‘‘fads.” We have met 
with scores of people who swear by their own 
special method of doing separate processes of 
manufacture, and who cannot find any room 
in their excessively narrow intellectual reposi- 
tories for any but one specific method of car- 
rying out an operation. This selfish and dan- 
gerous conservatism, to use a mild phrase, is 
precisely the power which prevents any prog- 
ress being made in trade, and which keeps 
some people starving while more liberal- 
minded competitors flourish. We, therefore, 
think it right to explain that, however we pur- 
pose to dissolve rosin, there will always be 
some folks who know that our process is 
wrong, simply because their great-grand- 
fathers did something entirely different. 

A tank fitted with a steam-pipe, that is to 
say, with a steam-pipe dipping into it and 
reaching to within an inch of the bottom, and 
holding 200gallons of water, will serve very 
well to make the size in. First of all put in 
the caustic soda. We always prefer caustic to 
soda ash, because it is more easily soluble, 
more cleanly and more powerful. Cleanliness 
is essential, and a very particular specialty in 
size making. It is of no use using good, clean 
rosin if it is to be boiled with dirty soda 
liquor. Cream caustic will soon dissolve and 
form a clear solution of substantial strength, 
and with greater powers of solution than 
soda ash. While the caustic is dissolving 
and the steam is making the solution hot 
unto boiling point, the rosin can be prepared. 
This can be done by crushing it upon the 
floor—a stone one is the best—with a suitable 
stamp. We have seen an iron slab, say 9 
inches by 6 inches, and 1 inch or 1% inch 
thick, pierced for a handle, and this will be 
found very effective in crushing up the rosin 
as small as convenient. This can be done 
carefully upon a clean stone or board, and 
the powder can then be gently swept up and 
put into the tank. The finer the division 
the rosin particles the more easily 
and readily are they dissolved by the 
caustic soda. The tank is then boiled for 
two hours or so steadily, and then allowed to 
cool. As it cools the size precipitates and 
sinks to the bottom of the tank, leaving the

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water to rise to the top. The water will have 
a dark color, which varies according to the 
quality of the rosin used, and must be re- 
moved and thrown away. Then fresh cold 
water is added and the size well agitated or 
stirred about so as to thoroughly wash and 
cleanse it. This is continued until the water 
is uncolored and the size made clean. Then 
the size is removed from this, the working 
tank, to the stock tank, where it is dissolved 
in boiling water ; condensed water being used 
by preference. The strength of the size in 
this stock tank is a matter of choice, more or 
less, according to the convenience of the mill, 
but we should advise the size to be kept not 
thicker than cream. 

We may mention here another plan of mak- 
ing size which is strongly recommended to us 
by an old paper maker. This consists in using 
soda crystals in place of caustic. , Our friend 
gave us the following as his experience in 
making good rosin size: 12 cwt. of good, 
clear and clean rosin is well crushed to a pow- 
der and sifted into a tank through a 3-16-inch 
sieve when the soda liquor was boiling. This 
latter consisted of 5 cwt. of soda crystals, 
which were dissolved in about twenty gallons 
of water. This was boiled for two or three 
hours and the size washed and prepared in 
the ordinary manner. 

The quantities of rosin and caustic soda 
used will vary according to the capacity of 
the tank employed. This latter can be a tank 
four feet square by three feet deep, which will 
be convenient and capable of making size 
trom half a ton to 12 cwt. of rosin. In such 
a tank dissolve 190 pounds cream caustic in 
about twenty or twenty-five gallons of hot 
water. Use as little water as possible, because 
in case of frothing when boiling it is desira- 
ble to have as much space in the tank as con- 
venient and to allow of the addition of a little 
cold water to allay the frothing, if needed. 
Add the rosin gradually, keeping the tank 
boiling until the whole of the 12 cwt. is dis- 
solved. It is particularly desirable to see that 
the perfect solution of the rosin is accom- 


plished. To do this it is necessary to 
boil the size thoroughly, and after the 
tank has been kept boiling, say, for 


one hour after the whole has been in, 
it is advisable to employ the following test : 
Just drop from the end of the sticring-stick 
one or two drops of the boiling size into a 
tumbler of cold, clean water, soft if possible, 
and note the effect. If, after standing five or 
ten minutes, the drop of size remain unal- 
tered, it will be necessary to boil another 
half hour ; if the drop of size gradually spreads 
out and dissolves, forming a white milky so- 
lution, without residue of any kind, the ope- 
ration is duly finished. If, after repeated 
boiling, this does not take place a little more 
soda must be added. The quantities above 
given will be found tolerably safe and suited 
to the general varieties of rosin.

The tone of general trade is a little im- 
proved this week and a better movement of 
paper is noted. Manufacturers who have been 
seen recently speak of the ruling conditions of 
business as very satisfactory, although the 
prices realized do not seem to be in keeping 
with the times. 

Paper dealers are fairly busy from day to 
day in response to the developing wants of 
consumers, 

The paper-stock market continues about the 
same as previously reported, very little de- 
veloping to influence a change one way or the 
other. The arrivals of paper stock for the 
past seven days have been much larger than 
for many long weeks, and judging therefrom 
one might infer that there was a revival in 
this line of trade. In explanation of this fact 
an importer remarked that things are not 
what they seem, as the heavy arrivals of the 
past week are but the accumulation of old 
orders coming to hand all in a bunch, and it 
is not likely that so much paper stock will be 
entered here in a single week for some time 
to come—unless perchance a quick demand 
should develop. 

The chemical market is experiencing some 
improvement in demand and the market may 
be said to be fairly active, although the mar- 
gin of profit, dealers claim, is very small. 
Bleaching powders lead the market on demand, 
and while the receipts this week have been 
large it is doubtful if fifty tons could be found 
on spot; 1.97'%4@2c. is quoted for bleaching 
powders from store and I.g5c. to arrive. 
Caustic soda is unchanged at 2.35c. for 60 per 
cent. Soda ash still rules at 14% @1.30c. for 
48 per cent.; highest, 1%@t1.15 for 48 per 
cent. Soda crystals are firm and steady at Ic. 

The receipts of chemicals for the week to date 
include 2,012 casks of bleaching powders, 850 
drums of caustic soda, 599 casks of soda ash, 
420 barrels of soda crystals and 163 casks of 
alkali. 

The receipts of paper stock comprise a total 
of 6,857 bales, which includes 2,660 bales of 
rags, 2,379 bales, 142 coils of manillas, and 
1,818 bales of misceilaneous grades. 

Other imports include 840 bales of wood 
pulp, 800 bags, 18 bales of hide cuttings, 200 
barrels of Venetian red and 450 barrels of 
rosin,

Rather than go 
through every lot of stock a compromise was 
made with the adjusters, and the claim paid. 
This week the manufacturers made the insur- 
ance companies a tender of a $2,000 check, by 
which amount the manufacturers had found 
themselves overpaid when the actual loss on 
their stock was fully ascertained.” Now, that 
story reads well and sounds well, but why 
destroy its full force by withholding the name 
of such a concern. Give honor to whom 
honor is due, and let it be known that the en- 
velope manufacturers referred to are Logan, 
Swift & Brigham, of Worcester, Mass. The 
insurance companies, however, refused to ac- 
cept the check on the ground that the amount 
of fire damage as ascertained and placed on 
the stock by the adjusters was binding, and 
that if upon investigation the manufacturers 
had found a greater loss than the adjusters had 
appraised no claim for further damage would 
have been allowed.

The wheels are all 
humming as busily as usual, and the machin- 
ery is equally busy turning out the paper on 
which new ideas, new schemes and deeds of 
all kinds, good and bad, shall in time be re- 
corded. The demand for papers of nearly 
every grade continues and orders are still 
coming in fair numbers. Prices remain un- 
changed, but some maintain that there will be 
an advance, particularly in fine writings, 
before the first of the new year.

Foreign rags are exceed- 
ingly quiet, and drummers are sighing for 
more orders, which do not come. There is a 
fair demand for domestics, and prices are 
firm. Chemicals are a trifle livelier. 

H. O. Kawa, to whom reference was made 
in this correspondence last week, wil] remain 
in this city several months in case he carries 
out his present intentions. He intends to 
build another mill at Tokio, to be equipped 
with all of the latest improved American 
machinery, and with that end in view he is 
here to consult with D. H. & A. B. Tower, 
the well-known paper-mill architects ; Rice, 
Barton & Fales, of Worcester, and Jones, of 
Pittsfield. Mr. Kawa was here three and a 
half years ago and remained some time with 
the Whiting Paper Company, making a care- 
ful study of our methods of paper making ;

Some of the W. O. Tyler Paper Com- 
pany creditors have been untiring in their 
efforts to find out what has become of the 
money claimed to have been lost by the com- 
pany. 

When bids were about to be made for the 
entire stock, it was found that goods valued 
at $100,000 and upward were claimed to have 
been consigned and were turned over by Mr. 
Rubel to W. O. Tyler, as agent of the Whit- 
ing Paper Company and others. 

The court ordered Messrs. Rubel and 
Tyler to bring all of their books, papers, in- 
voices, &c., into court and answer such ques- 
tions as would tend to prove or disprove the 
assignee’s claim that these goods were actu- 
ally consigned. 

W. O. Tyler was put upon the stand at 10 
o'clock in the morning and was examined un- 
tils:30 P.M. He swore that he knew little or 
nothing of the firm's business, except that the 
goods were consigned to the W. O. Tyler Pa- 
per Company as agent. In course of exam- 
ination it came out that the company simply 
sold the goods, receiving a commission in this 
shape: The Whiting Paper Company billed 
the goods at acertain price, taking the com- 
pany’s notes, and anything above this cost 
the W. O. Tyler Paper Company made. 
The books show that the W. O. Tyler Paper 
Company had never opened a commission ac- 
count with the Whiting Paper Company, and 
it was further developed that the Whiting Pa- 
per Company had been backing the Tyler com- 
pany, advancing it money in amounts of 
$5,000, &c., very frequently. 

While investigating the Whiting account it 
appeared that the Collins Manufacturing Com- 
pany, another firm said to have sent goods on 
consignment, had sent invoices showing an 
allotted time for payment—three and four 
months. At the left hand of the invoice was 
stamped ‘‘consigned” in blue ink ; on the 
right-hand corner was stamped in blue ink 
“‘ received, date——, W. O. Tyler Paper 
Company.” 

The attorney, turning to Mr. Tyler, said: 
**Isn’t it a little singular that the invoices of 
nearly all these houses that consigned goods 
used the same style—stamp, letters, &c.—and 
the same kind of blue ink as used by the W. 
O. Tyler Paper Company?” Mr. Tyler said 
that it was, and finally said that he thought 
someone in his store, unknown to him, had 
stamped the invoices. While looking for the 
other invoices of the Collins Manufacturing 
Company it was discovered that a great many 
had been torn from the book. Mr. Tyler said 
that this was very singular and unaccountable. 

On this evidence it is-not unreasonable to 
think that the court will order the goods to be 
returned to the receiver. To-morrow Mr. 
Brady, the attorney, will ask the court to issue 
an order restraining W. O. Tyler from dis- 
posing of the goods. 

J. L. Rubel will be put on the stand and 
some startling revelations are looked for. 
Nearly every paper man in the city was in 
the court, most of the houses having two rep- 
resentatives present. The excitement and 
gossip is something heretofore unknown in 
Chicago. 

The sale is set for Thursday, but it does not 
seem possible that they will get through to- 
morrow, and if they do not it will be post- 
poned.

Product of Half-Stuft from 
Bleached Rags. 


In a very important German fine 
paper mill the following stated quantities of 
bleached half-stuff were obtained from ma- 
chine-prepared rags—that is, rags ready for

From the same blue foolscap, which yielded 
on an average 53 per cent. of dry and bleached 
fibres, only 54% kilogs. were obtained, al- 
though they were neither lixiviated nor 
bleached. The conclusion to be drawn from 
the above is that the principal loss takes place 
in the washing.—Handbuch der Papier Fabri- 
kation. 


Fancy Goods from Pulp. 


[WRITTEN FOR THE JOURNAL. ] 


Tastes and fashions, like history, are 
repeated, and often the desire for what is 
novel and unique amounts to a craze, and 
hoarded wealth is ruthlessly squandered to 
satisfy an acquired taste. Again, Americans 
are an emotional people, and all soon learn to 
follow in the wake of a few leaders, and 
judging from present appearances, recent 
purchases in Europe and the importation of 
specially trained artisans, we are about to be- 
come the victims of another craze that will 
leave Dolly Varden and the pugs far in the 
rear. I refer, of course, to plaster casts and 
medallion portraits, which are rapidly super- 
seding oil-paintings and family portraits for 
home decoration. 

It has always been a great trouble with 
plaster casts that they are difficult to electro- 
plate or bronze in a manner that will effectu- 
ally hide their humble origin, although to 
make a perfect cast of the features or any 
part of the body is, and has been, a very easy 
operation. 

I have been experimenting of late with all 
kinds of paper pulp as a medium, and find it 
far superior to plaster, and by the admixture 
of a small proportion of mineral (plumbago 
is the best, but finely pulverized furnace slag 
gave good results) I have electro-plated 
these, and of course produced specimens 
that will withstand the ravages of time. All 
that is necessary is to prepare a cast of the 
features in plaster, and then fillythe mold 
thus formed with wood pulp with its mineral 
mixture ; then thoroughly dry and place the 
specimen in the plating solution and apply 
the battery. By this means we may preserve 
for all time the features from life in copper, 
nickel, silver or gold, in a manner which 
makes hammered brass, oil-painting, plaster- 
casts and photography sink into insignifi- 
cance. 

Lately I have been experimenting with pulp 
without the addition of a mineral, and find it 
easy to coat the goods with any metal without 
first mixing some finely pulverized metallic 
substance with the pulp. What is there then 
to prevent the more general use of articles of 
utility as well as embellishment made from 
paper? I venture the assertion that the day 
is not far distant when the plated ware on our 
sideboards and on the table, bottles, decan- 
ters and the like, many chemists’ appliances, 
such as Liebig condensors, air-pumps, micro- 
scopes, spectroscope and other tubing for sci- 
entific instruments, and in fact nearly every- 
thing now made of metal, will be on a paper 
base and plated with copper, nickel, silver or 
gold, according to its purposes and the 
pockets of the consumer. 

Anticipating this, what could be a greater 
improvement for telescopes than lighter tubes, 
microscopes with thinner shells, and how 
much easier the lines of the spectric and 
focuses could be made with instruments as 
light as these could be made, to say nothing 
of the tendency to tarnish in hidden places, 
which, of course, could not happen to paper? 
One could go on almost indefinitely citing | 
instances where paper goods, properly covered | 
with a thin film of metal, could take the place | 
of those now in use, and the consumer be a | 
great gajner thereby without detracting from 
the wearing and useful properties of the goods, 
besides largely cheapening their cost; and 
while some are striving to decrease the cost of 
paper production by the introduction of new 
materials and processes, let others strive to | 
increase its value by ffnding other uses to 
which it may be put.

Not long ago we gave the results of 
some carefully made tests as to the quan- 
tity of half-stuff produced from different 
grades of rags in German mills, and in 
another column we present some further 
experiences in the same direction. The 
fact that experiments of this kind are 
made shows that there are paper makers 
who make a thorough and diligent study 
of their trade. We have not heard that 
American manufacturers are given to 
making such a close analysis of results, 
although it is possible that some do. 
The Germans seem, however, to be par- 
ticularly given to researches of this kind, 
and thus we may account for some of the 
close and practical economies of their 
system of manufacture. 


ANOTHER addition to the many devices 
intended to improve and facilitate the 
treatment of stock in the beating-engine 
is illustrated and described in this issue, 
It is quite true that there is no part of 
the paper-making apparatus in which im- 
provement is more desirable, if it can be

made, than in that which is charged with 
the duty of bringing the raw material into 
fit shape and rendering it suitable for 
conversion into paper. But much of the 
duty demanded of the _ beating-engine 
rests properly with the person in charge 
We cannot patent an 
enginemen ; but it is possible to improve 


improvement in 


their practical experience by education in 
the scientific features of their work. In- 
telligence, aided by experience, can add 
much to the success of the treatment of 
stock. 


OUR correspondent 
be considered a resurrectionist, for he 
has evoked replies from each of the 
slumbering inventions concerning which 
so much was said a few years ago. The 
revolving suction-box is, it appears, in 
practical use, performing the duty ex- 
pected of it, and if, as its earnest advo- 
cate promises, it is to come promi- 
nently before the trade within the 
next few months, all who have doubt- 
ed its efficiency will have the oppor- 
tunity to modify or strengthen their 
skepticism. As to the machine which 
is awaiting enterprise and capital to shake 
off its chrysalis environments and be- 
come the wonder of the admiring crowd 
of paper makers, we are anxious for it 
to appear in its glory, We are told ina 
communication to be found in another 
column that the late James Harper com- 
mended it. As a practical, intelligent pa- 
per maker Mr. Harper was well known 
and we are ready to defer to his judg- 
ment. Some years ago he spoke to 
us of a machine in which he thought 
important principles had been car- 
ried out, and which he _ seriously 
thought was destined to have a great 
influence upon the manufacture of 
paper. If the machine referred to by 
our correspondent is the same then 
spoken of we shall be glad when it is 
brought out and fulfils the promise made 
for it. We are surprised that it should 
have been secluded so long. 


THE article on coloring reproduced 
from one of our foreign exchanges, and 
which will be concluded in our next is- 
sue, contains practical suggestions which 
may not, indeed, be new in the experi- 
ence of many of our readers. It treats, 
nevertheless, on a subject of much im- 
portance and will be useful to paper 
makers who have never given the sub- 
ject that thought and careful attention 
which it requires. It is a wise sug- 
gestion that care shall be taken to ob- 
serve a perfect uniformity of color ma- 
nipulation with respect to each kind of 
material and in every instance where the 
run on one color is to be continuous. 
We have observed in more than one in- 
stance that uniformity of shade has not 
been secured in paper presumably of 
the same grade all through, and this 
was doubtless due to the fact that 
the color was not made in sufficient 
quantity and that subsequent attempts 
to secure harmony were not successful. 
Great delicacy of eye is required in 
matching’ colors, particularly when 
worked in fluid form, and it is difficult 
even with persons who are most sensitive 
to changes of tint to secure the proper 
shade. Coloring, in the paper mill, in 
the paint-shop, in the dyer’s vat or in 
the artist’s pencil, is a work of subtlety 
and fine art. 


OnE of our London contemporaries, re- 
viewing the past, present and future of 
the British paper trade, seems to be of 
the opinion that this industry has reached 
the zenith of its importance in the United 
Kingdom, for it remarks: “ The prospect 
is that in the future we shall be barely 
able to meet our growing home demands 
for paper, having little left for export; 
in fact, the demand from abroad wiil be 
lessened by their own home production 
and the foreign competition.” It is 
too soon to mark the decadence of 
this industry in Greaf Britain ; but we are 
impressed with the belief that the time 
will come when, under the existing com- 
mercial policy of the kingdom, paper 
making will retract its limits and lose its 
importance. There has been abundant 
evidence that the competition of foreign 
paper has very seriously affected the sale 
of the domestic product in England, and 
that its influence is dominating can 
scarcely be questioned. In our last 
issue an English manufacturer ex- 
pressed his opinion that it would be 
difficult to secure better prices for pa- 
per, and in fact indicated his hopeless- 
ness onfthat score. And why should 
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“Medium” may 
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there not be grave doubt as to the future 
of the British paper-making industry ? 
We have seen how this important inter- 
est was blotted out in Ireland by free 
trade, and the discipline must in time be- 
come equally severe in G:eat Britain. 
Other lines of manufacture have yielded 
to the same influence, and still’others 
are failing under its drastic power. We 
are sorry to see it; but it is so.

The board can con- 
sequently be used for door and window 
frames, architectural ornaments and all kinds 
of furniture.

I think that of all the slow things to 
come into use for purposes to which it can be 
applied to great advantage paper or paper 
pulp is the slowest. But people are gradually 
gaining knowledge of the fact that the pro- 
duct of the paper mill is susceptible of a great 
variety of uses. There is more than one mill 
in this country which could make money by 
taking up some specialty for everyday use 
and keep out of the paper market proper. 


The German Society for Industrial Ad- 
vancement offers a prize of 2,000 marks and 
a silver medal for the best investigation of 
the chemical processes involved in obtaining 
pure fibre from wood and other plant com- 
ponents. Samples of work must be sent, 


An English friend of THE JOURNAL, 
writing about matters in the United King- 
dom, says: ‘‘ Things keep pretty brisk here. 
Jute stocks are being shipped off to your side 
as hard as the boats will take them. Our 
manufacturers, whose busy season is just com- 
ing on, are awaking to this fact, and when 
they attempt to repeat the orders given three 
months ago and find that they have to pay 
20s. a ton more they look scared. As our 
manufacturers become busier I am afraid that 
jute will be a sort of * who cries first has it’ 
game, irrespective of price. Business gener- 
ally is good here, and mills which for years have 
used nothing but esparto and wood pulp are 
coming back to rags. Our paper has been 
allowed to run down too much in quality and 
the cry is for better paper. I know of several 
of our largest mills which are now full on rag 
papers, which I personally know have not used 
a rag for five to six years back at least.” 


The long contest over that paper-bag 
patent has come to a resting stage, the halt 
being brought about by the decision of a 
United States Circuit Court judge at Phila- 
delphia, 


The parties in whose favor the decision 
is rendered are jubilant, and the other side 
is by no means cast down, as the patent was 
not vital to their operations. 


The Congressional member of the com- 
pany which won the case is very gleeful as 
to the matter, and says that he would not take 
a quarter of a million for his share of the 
victory, while his company would not have 
settled for a cool million. 


Well, that patent seems to loom up 
bigger than it did at first, for I understand 
that the original price paid for it was only 
$500. May be, however, the other figures are 
justa “‘leetle” large. 


There was a peculiar case this week in the 
paper-stock trade. An importer sold to import- 
er No. 2, who in turn soldto importer No. 3. 
No. 2 accepted the goods from No. 1, but No, 
3 rejected them, whereupon No. 2 said to No, 
1, ‘‘ Let’sarbitrate.” No. 1 said, ‘‘No, you 
haven't rejected the goods, and you acknowl- 
edge you have not seen them.” The matter 
was finally sent to an arbitrator, who rendered 
a decision in favor of importer No. 1. 


Now, this is all preliminary and | 
merely wanted it as a peg upon which to hang 
the suggestion that a regularly organized arbi- 
tration committee in the trade would be a 
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very good institution, and would be a ready 
and economical method of settling disputes. 


Why don’t some of the leading mem- 
bers of the trade call a meeting, consider the 
matter and put such a plan in operation.

office as soon as convenient, and oblige.” | 
The letter has just this week come back to the | 


sender's hands, after having been around the 
world in search of the one to whom it was ad- 
dressed. It is well scored with post-office 
marks, and is quite a curiosity, considering 
the character of the request. It might pos- 
sibly have been delivered as quick if sent by a 
messenger boy. 

As if Chicago hadn’t trouble enough 
on hand, Health Officer Smith has been ship- 
ping emigrants who arrived by the Indepen- 
dente to that city. It appears that this has 
caused a genuine scare in the Lake City, these 
emigrants having come from cholera-infected 
ports. The Chicago health officer calls this a 
*“monstrous wrong ;” but he should reflect that 
we have a patent steam-disinfecting appara- 
tus here and that the shipments to Chicago 
are supposed to have been thoroughly cooked. 


I am afraid that the Chicago folks are | 


inclined to doubt our ability to properly quar- 
antine and disinfect cholera germs. I beg 
leave to remind them that even crabs which 
arrive at Quarantine by the submarine route 
are duly looked after. You don’t catch our 
health officer neglecting the slightest minu- 


tiz of vigorous repression. 
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Trade Talks. 


£. Storey Smith, Train, Smith & Co., Bos- 
ton, Mass.—Trade is in very fair condition. 
The situation in the rag market is about this : 
On the other side last year there was an ac- 
cumulation of stock left over after the disin- 
fection scare of 1884 and orders last year were 
filled promptly. This year stocks on the 
other side are not large and both England and 
Germany are using more rags than before, 
Stocks here are smaller than last year and 
while if a dealer has rags here he can sell 
them at a price, he cannot import them and 
sell them at a price which yields a fair profit. 


Mr. Marshall, of the New York Paper Bag 
Machine Manufacturing Company, New York. 
—We have heard of the decisiun of the United 
States Court in favor of the Union Bag Com- 
pany and against us. I cannot say whether 
the case will be appealed, as we have had no 
consultation on the matter, but if it is 
not carried up it will be because the 
game is not worth the candle. The defend- 
ants cannot manufacture under the patent in 
litigation, and our only desire in suing for it 
was to gain possession of it. The patent in 
suit is not the one on the bag we make or on 
the machine on which they are made. The 
machine is protected by about twenty-five 
different patents. We are busy; are selling 
our bags alongside of the others at the same 
prices, and will shortly quadruple our present 
bag capacity. 

TZ. Tokuno, Vice-Director Imperial Paper 
Mill, Tokio, Japan.—The paper of which you 
have a sample was made at the Insetsukioku, 
or Imperial, Paper Mill, Tokio, Japan, and isa 
hand-made sheet. There is no rag stock in it, 
but it is made of the bark of a tree known as 
‘*mystumeta.” This tree grows only in Ja- 
pan, and for two hundred years it was used 
for only the low grade of papers. I believed 
it was worth better treatment, and we are 
now making higher grade goods of it, such as 
paper for account-books, deeds, and for type- 
plate and stone printing. The paper for en- 
graving purposes is hand made, but for news- 
paper and book work it is made on cylinder 
and Fourdrinier machines, and while I do not 
know the various processes in detail I can 
say that we make our paper by about 
the same method as the American mills. 
The mill is owned by the government, 
and in it is made the paper used for the cur- 
rency, securities, &c. We have three Four- 
drinier machines, one of which was built in 
England and the other two in Japan. The 
mill is small. The workmen are all natives 
and there are about eight hundred in all. We 
make a great variety of paper, and so 
far we have not shown samples of all 
our product. I shall visit the mills at 
Holyok: and at other points, and am 
specially desirous of seeing some of the 
American mills which make news paper. Our 
paper has been exported to America to some 
extent, but in France and England it is used 
in large quantities. You see it has a very 
long fibre, which we could not possibly get by 
the use of rag stock.

The Filter Issue. 
Cumperianp Mitts, Me., October 21, 1887, 
To the Editor of The Journal : 

In your issue of October 15 your corre- 
spondent, James Davy, refers to the descrip- 
tion of the Warren filter in your issue of the 
8th, and says that he built a filter identical 
with this in 1882, which he describes, and 
States that he gave the plans of this to other 
parties, who now have it in use. His filter as 
described, however, differed from mine in the 
important particular that it had no mechanical 
device for cleansing the filter, but this had to 
be done by hand with a rake or broom. I re- 
member having made just such a filter as Mr. 
Davy describes in 1881, only that it was 
larger—16x24 feet—and washed in precisely 
the same way, and I have no doubt that other 
parties have done exactly the same thing long 
before this. The idea of filtering water down- 
ward through a bed of gravel and then wash- 
ing away the sediment by promoting an up- 
ward flow is one which would naturally occur 
to any person who should set about this prob- 
lem of filtration, and it would not be strange 
if Noah made just such a contrivance as your 
correspondent describes to filter whatever he 
might need of the turbid waters left by the 
flood. 

I claim no novelty for and no patent on 
the arrangement of the filter bed or the gates, 
nor upon the reversing of the current to wash 
the filter bed. All of these are old and com- 
mon property. The virtue of our filter is in 
the vertically adjustable agitator driven by 
power primarily for the purpose of plowing 
up and thoroughly scouring the filter bed to 
free it from the adhering sediment when the 
filter 1s being cleansed, and performing a use- 
ful service while the process of filtration is 
going on by raking the surface of the filter 
bed and preventing the formation of a crust 
or film of sediment on its surface, and also to 
keep the surface of the filter bed always uni- 
form and level. If your correspondent could 
only have secured a patent upon his man 
with a rake or broom he would no doubt have 
been in possession of something valuable.

Patent Law. 


The Commissioner of Patents has ren- 
dered an important decision, seitling in the 
negative the long-disputed question, ‘‘ Can an 
applicant embrace in one and the same appli- 
cation for letters-patent more than one dis- 
tinct and separate invention?” The case in 
point was that of Austin Herr, who applied 
for a single patent covering both the machine 
and process for separating garlic from wheat. 
In his decision the Commissioner says: ** The 
use of a machine for the purpose for which it 
was constructed is the thing enjoyed under 
letters - patent, but the machine itself is 
the thing patented. A method or process, 
such as the law recognizes as patentable, must 
have an existence independent of the machine 
or apparatus by which it is carried out. If 
the result is simply the act of the mechanism 
itself, so related to it that it cannot exist inde- 
pendently of it, and is the sole utterance of 
the machine, a process or method does not 
exist; it is simply the function of the ma- 
chine. A process to be patentable must be 
wholly independent of the apparatus. The | 
process is-that which brings in existence the | 
product or result. It must be regarded as 
settled by the highest authority that an appa- 
ratus and process are separate and distinct 
inventions.” 

Relative to invention covering combina- 
tions he said: ‘‘ Whenever the original inven- 
tion is such that with its mutually co-operating 
parts it retains a distinctive character and 
identity, and the improved parts have not be- 
come distinct subjects of invention or manu- 
facture, such original and co operating parts 
may be embodied in one patent; if the prog- 
ress of art has not subdivided such parts or 
elements into distinct and well-recognized sub- 
jects of invention and manufacture and they 
have not been identified in the arts and indus- 
tries as representing distinct subjects, the im- 
provements can all be included in one patent. 

‘* The fact that the courts have held valid 
patents covering a multiplicity of inventions 
forms no reason why the Patent Office should 
continue to issue such patents comprehending 
distinct and separate inventions. While there 
is no statutory declaration, Congress has re- 
cognized distinctly the natural classification of 
the arts as existing in four great divisions, and 
that single and distinct inventions clearly be- 
longing in one class ought not to be joined in 
the same patent with an invention belonging 
in another, The statute vests the Commis- 
sioner with large discretion in establishing a 
proper classification of invention, which dis-

This is then placed ina suitable receptacle 
and calcined at a red heat till the oil or tar 
is completely decomposed, leaving a brittle 
solid, which is then broken into small lumps, 
and subjected in a closed vessel to the action 
of an atmosphere of carbon bisulphide, a cur- 
rent of which is kept constantly flowing through 
the vessel. On raising the temperature, it is 
said that this agent decomposes the carbon- 
iferous mixture with the production of car- 
bonic acid gas and a sulphide of aluminium, 
from which the pure metal is afterward ob- 
tained with the aid of hydrogen.

When we look back and consider the 
condition of the paper manufacture of this 
country a quarter of a century ago, we have 
reason to be proud of the advance and pro- 
gress it has made, not only in supplying our 
increasing home demands but also those of 
our foreign possessions. A striking feature, 
however, is the process of concentration or 
centralization, as, in fact, is evidenced in 
other trades by the stoppage of small mills 
and the enlargement of others, The number 
of paper mills has been gradually declining 
here, while in the United States and on the 
Continent they are getting more numerous. 

We have not only the fact of extra produc- 
tion for the supply of their own wants in 
Canada and North America, India and .the 
Australian colonies to contend with, {but a 
scarcity of raw material and lower prices for 
paper to be met, so that the margin of profit 
is gradually falling. Although our exports of 
paper have doubled in the last ten years, the 
selling price has declined £1 per cwt., so that 
the 320,000 cwt. shipped in 1877 were rela- 
tively more profitable to the makers than 
the 738,000 cwt. shipped last year. The price 
of the paper we have had to import has also 
fallen in the same ratio from about 50s. per 
ewt. in 1877 to 31s. 6d. per cwt. in 1886. 

The average price of raw materials has also 
declined, for rags which were worth £15 per 
ton in 1877 are now only about £12 10s., and 
esparto has dropped from £7 Ios. to £5 Ios. 
per ton. 

Ia order to judge of the fluctuations in these 
respects tables are appended, taken from the 
Official trade abstracts, showing our annual 
exports of paper for the last nineteen years 
and the average yearly price of rags and 
esparto during the same period. The question 
for consideration as to the future is whether 
raw material enough can be obtained in quan- 
tity to keep our mills going, as esparto must 
gradually fail, and wood pulp and rags will 
alone remain to us, unless some new, cheap, 
and abundant vegetable fibre can be met with. 

The prospect is that in the future we shall be 
barely able to meet our growing home de- 
mands for paper, having little left for export ; 
in fact, the demand from abroad will neces- 
sarily be lessened by their own home produc- 
tion and the foreign competition. 

It may be urged that there is no reason for 
this desponding cry, in the face of the increas- 
ing supply of raw material shown by the com- 
parison of the present imports with those of

But how much longer will Belgium, France 
and Germany be disposed to part with their 
rags, and without rags wood pulp is useless, 
however plentiful it may be. Fortunately 
about 90,000 tons of rags are collected at 
home, but they are chiefly of cotton fabrics ; 
and even these are much drawn upon now for 
other purposes in this utilitarian age. Every 
practicable suggestion for introducing new 
vegetable fibres should be regarded thought- 
fully, and not scoffed at, when we remember 
the early cold reception esparto met with and 
the difficulty there was found to induce its 
adoption in our mills. 

Unfortunately, there is an unconquerable 
prejudice among our manufacturers against 
any new thing ; and yet with the evidence of 
jute, alpaca, bass or piassaba, and shoddy be- 
fore us, by which fortunes have been made, it 
is time this persistent objection to new and 
strange products should be overcome.

Sec. 367. Permissible Additions.—U pon matter of the 
third class, or upon the wrapper enclosing the same, the 
sender may write his own name or address thereon, with 
the word “from "’ above and preceding the same, and 
in either case may make simple marks intended to desig- 
nate a word or passage of the text to which it is desired 
to call attention. There may be placed upon the cover 
or blank leaves of any book or of any printed matter of 
the third class a simple manuscript dedication or in- 
scription that does not partake of the nature of a per- 
sonal correspondence. (Act of March 3, 1879, part of 
Sec. 22, 20 Stats., 360. 

The words “ please send out," or “ post up,’’ or other 
imilar directions or requests not part of the address 
nor necessary to delivery, cannot be written or printed 
upon the wrapper of a package of third-class matter 
without subjecting it to first-class rates, as prescribed 
in section three hundred and seventy-five. The words 
“personal,” or “to be called for,’’ and return re 
quests and other directions as to delivery, forwarding, 
or return, are deemed part of the address, and permis- 
sible.
